The subject matter of this application admits of illustration by a drawing to 
facilitate understanding of the invention. Applicant is required to furnish a drawing 
under 37 CFR 1.81(c).

Specification 

The following guidelines illustrate the preferred layout for the specification of a 
utility application.

Arrangement of the Specification 

As provided in 37 CFR 1.77(b), the specification of a utility application should 
include the following sections in order. Each of the lettered items should appear in 
upper case, without underlining or bold type, as a section heading. If no text follows the 
section heading, the phrase "Not Applicable" should follow the section heading: 

Content of Specification 

(a) Title of the Invention : See 37 CFR 1.72(a) and MPEP § 606. The title of 
the invention should be placed at the top of the first page of the 
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specification unless the title is provided in an application data sheet. The 
title of the invention should be brief but technically accurate and 
descriptive, preferably from two to seven words may not contain more 
than 500 characters. 

(b) Cross-References to Related Applications : See 37 CFR 1 .78 and MPEP 
§201.11. 

(c) Statement Regarding Federally Sponsored Research and Development : 
See MPEP §310. 

(d) The Names Of The Parties To A Joint Research Agreement : See 37 CFR 
' 1.71(g). 

(e) Incorporation-Bv-Reference Of Material Submitted On a Compact Disc: 
The specification is required to include an incorporation-by-reference of 
electronic documents that are to become part of the permanent United 
States Patent and Trademark Office records in the file of a patent 
application.

solved by the applicant's invention. This item may also be titled 
"Background Art." 

(g) Brief Summary of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01 (d). A brief summary 
or general statement of the invention as set forth in 37 CFR 1 .73. The 
summary is separate and distinct from the abstract and is directed toward 
the invention rather than the disclosure as a whole. The summary may 
point out the advantages of the invention or how it solves problems 
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previously existent in the prior art (and preferably indicated in the 
Background of the Invention). In chemical cases it should point out in 
general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, the nature and gist of 
the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth. Objects of the 
invention should be treated briefly and only to the extent that they 
contribute to an understanding of the invention. 

(h) Brief Description of the Several Views of the Drawinq(s) : See MPEP § 
608.01 (f). A reference to and brief description of the drawing(s) as set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.74. 

(i) Detailed Description of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01(g). A 
description of the preferred embodiment(s) of the invention as required in 
37 CFR 1 .71 .

The current specification appears to be a direct translation of a foreign 
application. Correction is required to place it into proper form. Based on the 
specification as presented the following subsections outlined above appear to be 
appropriate to this application: a, b, f, g, h, I, j and k. The abstract is acceptable as 
written and the claims are dealt with below. A new specification is required in response 
to this action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his Invention. 

Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite in that it fails to point out what is included or excluded by the claim language. 
This claim is an omnibus type claim. The use of the transitional phrase "characterized 
by the fact" is inconsistent with current United States practice. It is unclear if the claims 
are open or closed. The claims should be rewritten using either comprising or 
consisting of as transitional phrases to meet current United States practices. The 
structure applicant is wishing protection for should be clearly stated and not alluded to 
as in the instant claims. The Johansson et al. reference US 6,460,685 is a good 
example of properly written claims to a similar device. Clarification is required. 

Claim s 1-12 are provides for the use of support rail, but, since the claim does not 
set forth any steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear what method/process 
applicant is intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite where it merely recites a use 
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without any active, positive steps delimiting how this use is actually practiced. Claim 1 
mixes statutory classes of inventions in this case methods of use and an apparatus. 
The positive step of "making use of a rair and "remove the interference" are improper in 
an apparatus claim. As written claim 1 can be construed to be drawn to either an 
apparatus or a method of using that apparatus. 

Claims 1-12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation of a 
use, without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper 
definition of a process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper process claim under 
35 U.S.C. 101. See for example Ex parte Dunki, 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and 
Clinical Products, Ltd. v. Brenner, 255 F. Supp. 131 , 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966). 

Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Specifically in claim 1 element (7) is claimed as a 
closed circuit which is incorrect it is actually a drawing means as stated later in the 
claim. Claim 1 also has many different names for element (4) and this leads to 
confusion, especially when they are further defined in dependent claims by yet another 
name. The claims are written very broadly without specifically setting forth the structure 
the applicant wishes to have protected. The claims are very verbose when they need 
merely state what structure is being claimed. Regarding claim 4 the saddle linking up 
perfectly with the tube segment is unclear, is perfect when inflated or deflated? Would 
an imperfect fit be precluded by this language and therefore not protected? Clarification 
is required. 
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The above cited rejections are only examples as to what is indefinite in this 
application, the applicant is required to rewrite the claims in better form as per the cited 
example. Claim 1 is so indefinite as to what is being claimed; (a method or an 
apparatus) that it can not be constructively examined at this time. Clarification is 
required regarding the transitional phrases as well as whether structure or methods are 
being positively recited.
